GOES RAPIDLY FORWARD. 
— — 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE FOW- 
ERS MEET WITH MR. BOWEN. 
Ambassador Herbert Submits tne First 
‘Draft of the Three to Be Prepared— 


Nothing Seriously Objectionable Dis-

WASHINGON, Feb. 8.—The_ repre- 
sentatives of the allies here are busily 
engaged in the preparation of the 
protocol, which they are to sign with 
Mr. Bowen, Venezuela’s representative 
for reference to The Hague of the 
question whether the blockading pow- 
ers shall be entitled to preferential 
treatment in the settlemtnt of their 
claims. The blockade will be raised 
when the protocols are signed. They 
are in constant communication with 
their governments on this subject, and 
are axious to cover every detail which 


should be comprised in an instrument) 


of this character. Mr. Bowen also is 
anxious that the protocols shall be 
identical so far as this may be prac- 
ticable. and he is directing his efforts 
to that end, and also that they shall 
be signed on the same day. 

Minister Bowen was in communica- 
tion with the English and Italian Am- 
bassadors and the German Ambassa- 
dor today. He saw Sir Michael Her- 
bert at the latter’s home, the Ambas- 
sador still having a disagreeable cold. 
From the instructions he has recelyed, 
Ambassador Herbert has presented the 
draft of a protocol which submitted 
to Minister Bowen. It is the first of 
the three protocols which have_ been 
prepared, and the manner in which it 
was drawn was very satisfactory to 
Venezuela’s representative. Nothing 
seriously objectionable had ben in- 


serted in its provisions, and the Min- 


ister found only one or two places 
where he felt called on to suggest any 
changes. He is convinced that the 
Ambassador is making every effort to 
bring the vexatious matters to a close, 
and to arrange a protocol which will 
be mutually satisfactory. 

The Italian Ambassador was at Mr. 
Bowen's apartments on two occasions 
today, with reference to the terms of 
the protocol, and the German Minister 
is working diligently on the German 
protocol. He saw Mr. Bowen today for 
a conference regarding some feature 
of the instrument: 

Mr. Bowen continues optimistic of an 
early settlement and speedy raising 
of the blockade. He is hopeful that 
no perplexing or vexatious problems 
may intervene, now that the matter 
has p ssed so far, and that it will 
not be long before the whole question 
is settled in its primary stages, the 
raising of the blockade, arbitration of 
the question of the preferential treat- 
ment and protocols signed for the set- 
tlement of the claims themselves, in- 
cluding those of the allied and of the 
un-allied powers. 

The British protocol provides for the 
reference of the contention of the al- 
lies for preferential treatment to The 
Hague, 
ment by Venezuela to Great Britain 
of £5500 cash and for the immediate 
raising of the blockade. The matter 
of the adjudication of the claims and 
the collection of the 30 per cent. out 
of which those are to be paid has been 
left for the second protocol. 

Italy, it has been learned, wishes to 
have inserted in her protocol an arti- 
cle providing for a change in her 
treaty of amity with Venezuela, so as 
to include the “favored-nation” clause, 
such as the other powers possess. Mr. 
Bowen has explained that while he is 
wiling to use his influence to secure 
this, he can do nothing more in the 
protoc n recommend it, as the 
matter is entirely irrelevant to the 
present treaty. There are also provis- 
tons in the Italian protocol which do 
not meet the approval of Mr. Bowen, 
and the Italian Ambassador ca- 
bled to Rome for permission to with 
draw them. 

Regarding the German protocol, lit- 
tle is known except that it is along the 
general lines of the other two. Sev- 
era] changes have been made in it 
since yesterday, and other changes are 
likely. It is understoad that the Ger- 
man protocol wil be somewhat shorter 
and more concise than the British, 
and probably will not contain more 
than eight articles.

OPPOSITION TO 
WORKS BILL. 


— 
San Franciscans Hold Large 
William E. Smythe Exposes Fal- 
lacious Ideas. 
Enormous Expense to Taxpayers 
Possible Under Proposed Law. 
Strong Resolutions. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISO, Feb. 8.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. ] The opposition to the 
Works Irrigation Bill appears to be as 
powerful in other parts of the State as 
in Southern California. A large mass 
meeting gathered in Golden Gate Hall 
this evening, at the invitation of the 
Unity Club, to listen to the debate be- 
tween Judge Works and William E. 
Smythe on the, merits of the bill. This 
had been widely announced, but Judge 
Works failed to show up, and Benja- 
min Fay Millis, chairman of the meet- 
ing, read Judge Works's letter of ex- 
planation, in which he generously of- 
fered to remit at once on receiving a 
statement of any expenses to which 
the club had been put by reason of his 
acceptance. 

Judge Works recorded very post- 
tively a protest against calling the 
measure by his name, asserting that it 
was not his bill, but that of a com- 
mission. Mills detailed efforts to get 
some other representatives of the 
Forest and Water Association to ap- 
pear in public defense of the measure. 
The audience seemed especially amused 
by the statement of William Thomas, 
executive head of the association, that 
he thought the proposition to discuss 
the bill in public was an indelicate one, 
and that Judge Works was the only 
man on earth qualified to explain and 
defend it. 

At the close of smythe's address, an 
earnest invitation was extended to 
any person in the audience who de- 
sired to defend the measure. No one 
seeming willing to take up the gage 
of battle. The following resolutions 
2 unanimously adopted by a rising 
vote: | 
“Resolved, That the members of the 
Unity Club, together with hundreds 
of other citizens of San Francisco, as- 
sembled in Golden Gate Hall February 
8, 1903, hereby protest against the 
passage of the so-called Works Irriga- 
tion Bill, for the following reasons: 

“First. It would largely increase the 
expense of State government without 
any adequate benefit to the body of 
taxpayers, on whom the burden would 

“Second. It would create a political 
machine, centralized at the State capl- 
tal, but with ramifications as extended 
as the course of all the streams of the 
State. 

“Third. It would inevitably involve 
enormous and costly litigation over 
richts already established and in use, 
which would rest most heavily upon 
those least able to bear ft. 

“Fourth, It would result in giving 
to corporations public franchises of 
priceless value without recompense to 
the State, and thereby create a pri- 
vate monopoly in water which would 


oppress the people for generations to 


come. 


“Fifth. It would complicate 


embarrass the policy of national irri- 
gation by encouraging promoters and 
speculators to enter the fleld which 
the government has marked ont as the 
scene of splendid internal mprove- 
ments designed to make homes for 
millions of our countrymen on th 
most favorable terms. 3 

Resolved, That these resolutions be 
forwarded by the officers of this meet- 
ing to the Senate of the State of Cali- 
fornia, where the Works Irrigation 
Bill is now pending for legislative ac- 
tion.”’ 

SMYTHE'S SPEECH. 

In beginnig his speech, Smythe said 
no one regretted the absence of Judge 
Works more than he did, but that he 
should take no advantage of the fact. 
The judge is not only an eminent citi- 
zen and lawyer, but a believer in the 
principles of his bill, possessing the 
courage of his convictions, as was 
abundantly proven when he appeared 
at the hostile convention in Riversid 
some weeks ago. Judge Works 
promptly accepted the invitation of 
the Unity Club, and had doubtless 
yielded to the advice of others in re- 
calling his acceptance. speaker 
did not profess the same respect for 
those in the management of the Water 
and Forest Association who had pre- 
vented the joint debate. He declared: 

‘James Parton said that he who 
would benefit mankind ‘must do 
either by violence or by stealth.’ 
friends of the Works bill have appar- 
ently decided that they will benefit us 
by stealth. They prefer the still hunt 
to public discussion, and yet they 
haye been saying that when the people 
really understood the provisions of the 
measure they would undoubtedly ap- 
prove them.

Union in the justice and in the splen- 
dor of her civilization. Therefore, we 
are for California, one and indivisible, 
now and forever. 

“Of all the factors entering into the 
California of the future, irrigation is 
the most important, and of all the com- 
munities which ought to be interested 
in the spread of irrigation on right 
lines, San Francisco ig foremost.”

— Section 8 makes existing water com- 


panies subject to the act and hence sub- 
ject to all the provisions of Section 7, 
above referred to. This includes co- 
operative companies as well as water- 
right companies. 

Section 16 requires every water user 
desiring to appropriate water to file 
an application with the State Board 
of Engineers. 

Section 20 enables the applicant to get 
a permit to construct the works, pro- 
vided the State Board of Engineers de- 
termines that his application 1s in 
due form and should be granted,” but 
the board may “for good and sufficient 
reason“ disapprove and reject the ap- 
plication, but shall not do so 
there are unappropriated or unused wa- 
ters of a stream.” Of this, however, 
the State board is the absolute, arbi- 
trary and final judge. 

Now, mark well, this permit is not 
to divert water, but to construct the 
works. Without knowing whetHer or 
not he will ever get his water ‘right, 
the applicant must first dul the 
works, and then, under Section 24, re- 
port to the State Board of Engineers. 

Section 24 requires the chief engineer 
to examine the works and report upon 
them. 

Section 25 provides that if the board 
is satisfied that the law has been fully 
complied with and that water to be 
appropriated is needed for the purposes 
Intended, it shall issue a license to the 
applicant, entitling him to divert and 
use said water, or so much thereof as 
the board may find to be necessary 
for the use proposed. 

Section 29 provides for the issuance 
of licenses by the board of engineers 
to those who have appropriated wa- 
ter prior to the passage of the act. 

Section 32 provides that water a 
priated shall be appurtenant to the 
land for which the right of use is 
granted, but “may be used on other 
lands upon application thereof and per- 
mit issued by the State board.” 
other words, it is to be appurtenant un- 
less this State board says otherwise. 

Section 33 provides for the recording 
of licenses, and Section 34 provides 
that they may be assigned, but that 
such assignment shall be effective un- 
til approved by the State board, and 
that no such approval shall be made 
until said board is satisfied of the 
willingness and ability of the assignee 
to fulfill the obligations imposed by the 
license. 

Section 36 provides that the board of 
engineers may cancel any license, in 
whole or in part, for.failure to use 
the water within a reasonable time. 

Section 42 requires an annual report 
by every water user, whether person, 
corporation, company or association, to 
the board of engineers. 

Sections 45 to 63 give the board of 
engineers power to fix water rates to 
be charged by those supplying water 
for irrigation. 


Section 72 gives the State power to 


determine disputes between rival claim- 
ants to water. 

Section 75 gives the board power to 
inspect irrigation works, and to see that 
they are kept in repair, and to pre- 
vent waste or overuse of water. | 

Section 76 makes every person gullty 
of violating any of the provisions of 
the act or diverting water from any 
stream without complying with its 
provisions, guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 77 the diversion of wa- 
without first hav- 
ing a legal right thereto or allowing 
water to go to waste a r. 

Section ds provides that the produc- 
tion of “instructions in writing” signed 
by the chief engineer or secretary of 
said board of engineers under its seal 
shail be sufficient evidence and author- 
ity of the person holding such instruc- 
tions to act for such board of engineers 
under this act. 15 

Beotion 79 is as follows: “Every per- 
son who willfully obstructs the said 
board of engineers or any member 
thereof, or any n authorized by 
said board of engineers, in the perform- 
ance of any duty enjoined by this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
With all due respect to the learning 
and ability of the framers of this bill, 
we fail to see how human ingenuity 
could devise a system which would 
more completely and effectually “put 
the water users absolutely at the mercy 
of appointed State officials, who might 
or might not be competent and honest.”

effect by deputies appointed by it, who 
are to have arbitrary powers to carry 
out the instructions of the board, which 


instructions, signed by the sec- 
retary of the board, are to be 
sufficient evidence, and any one 


obstructing any appointee holding such 
instructions is to be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. No one desiring to put in a 
diversion dam or dig an irrigation ditch 
could do so until he had filed an elab- 
orate application for a permit, with a 
map of the proposed works, and a mass 
of other detailed statements numbered 
in the bill from (a) to (e) both inclusive. 
If this application, plan and map is 
deemed to be in proper form by the 
board of engineers, it is to be filed. 
Otherwise not. If approved, the ap- 
plicant gets—note well—not a right to 
divert the water, but a permit to bulld 
his works. After they have been buiit 
-~and they may cost anywhere from 
one hundred to one million dollars—if 
the State Board of Engineers is “satis- 
fied’ with them, then, and not until 
then, the applicant may get a permit 
to divert water, or “so much” water 
as the board, in the exercise of its ar- 
bitrary powers, may determine to be 
needed. The board of engineers hos 
power to revoke licenses, if in its judg- 
ment the licensee fails to use the wa- 
ter within a reasonable time, and the 
State board is made the arbitrary and 
‘final judge of what may constitute a 
reasonable time, so far as the bill is 
concerned. 

Now, it may be that the general wel- 
fare of the State would be promoted, 
as the advocates of the bill claim, by 
vesting such absolute and dictator!.!

If Sacramento stands in“ for the re- 
moval of the capital to San José, the 
vote therefor ought to be practically 
unanimous. In any event, it is al- 
together proper for the people of the 
State to be given an opportunity to 
express themselves regarding the prop- 
osition looking to a change of loca- 
tion of the seat of government. That 
the capital is not one of Sacramento's 
valuable assets is frankly ackpowl- 
edged by one of the newspapers of 
that city, and there is reason in the 
opinion expressed by that paper that, 
if deprived of the capital, the citizens 
of that city will begin to lean upon 
themselves, and “get movements” for 
the upbuilding of a city, instead of 
being contented to remain the center 
of political activity. San José will 
eserve the people of the State as a 
capital city far better than does the 
present location of the Statehouse, and 
if San José makes good its offer to 
give real estate and money sufficient 
to cover the expense of removal, the 
change will be a godd one for all con- 
cerned. The spirit exhibited by the 
Santa Clara-county city is the spirit 
that wins things. We hope her ambi- 
tion to become again the capital of 
the State will be realized.

Does World tas Living ? 


“What Have I a Right to Expect the 
World to Do for Me?” At Christ 
Epistopal Church yesterday morning 
Rev. Dr. George Thomas Dowling, the 
rector, in reply to this question, used 
as his text the story of the blind beg- 
gar, calling upon t to give him 
sight. He said: 1 

“Of course, we all recognize the need 
and the advantage of certain social 
changes. It is better, for example, to 
have been born in the United States 
than in Russia or in Cuba. 

“Carlylt was right when he described 
an American as ‘an Englishman with a 
chance,’ and every enlightened man re- 
joices that in the various civilized na- 
tions of the world chances are multi- 
plying. The mistakes of the past are 
being righted, and there is constant 
progress. He who denies this simply 
shows that he has never studied his- 
to 


ry. 

“But I wonder whether in these mod- 
ern times we are not inclined to over- 
emphasize what society, or the State, 
can do for us, and underestimate what 
we must do for ourselves. A very im- 
portant distinction is frequently over- 
looked in discussing social conditions. 
There are two classes of ills; the first 
are due to the faults or errors of civic 
institutions, They are the outgrowth of 
the greed and dishonesty of men of 
power; they are fit subjects for popular 
agitation, and for every such agituton 
I thank God with all my heart: for agi- 
tation leada to education, au! «duca- 
tion to organization, and wrganization 
to amelioration. But this amelioration 
is gradually taking place, sc that we 
can this morning lay that aside. 

“This question most of you must set- 
tle today. If the man in the text had 
waited for social changes to lift him 
out of his misery, he would have died 
blind. You cannot wait ten years for 
society to be recognized, any more than 
he could wait a hundred. Besides, by 
far the larger number of ils and im- 
pediments which we meet belong to an- 
other class; which is utterly indepen- 
dent of social reforms. If the world 


were to be made ideal, so far as re-. 


organization could make it so, we 
should still have these things to con- 
tend with. You cannot, for example, 
legislate winter out of the country. All 
the laws of the United States 

could not keep summer from being hot, 
and no system conceivable can make 
ge healthy and wealthy and 


“There are certain things which are 


simply a part of the hardships of hu- 


man life; they are a part of the in- 
evitable struggle for existence, and to 
attempt to evercome them by any leg- 
islative enactment is like trying to 
hinder the flight of time by stopping 
the clock. 

“They are inevitable under any form 
of government—whether it be 4 
paternal or fraternal—and if we over- 
come them, it must be in spite of sur- 
rounding circumstances. 

“The world does not owe you a liv- 
ing; it does owe you a chance to get 
your living. In othér words, if you 
choose to put it so, it owes you a liv- 
ing, but only when you have the grit 
and the courage to collect the debt. 

“Of course, I am not talking now to 


paupers or other incompetents. So- 


ciety makes provision for them; but I 
am talking to men, to you. The world 
owes us a chance, and, as a rule, a 
chance the world gives us; not neces- 
sarily to become rich, but to be er- 
supporting, self-respecting citizens. 
Dr. Dowling further emphasized the 
fact that the world owes us and pro- 


‘vides for us, if we are worthy, disci- 


pline and friends.

But out of all these lurid scenes and 
teruble conditions have slowly 
emerged the larger and happier social 
and political life of the present. The 
must be apparent that the un- 

ceasing law of service necessitates 
sacrifice. 

There are worse evils than war, 
with all its concomitant and wide- 
spread sorrows, and distresses. The 
man, or the nation that values physi- 
cal ease and comfort above the right 
and wrong of moral questions, is suf- 
fering from an evil of intellectual and 
social decay that is infinitely worse 
than war. The man who esteems 
houses and lands as of more worth 
than intellectual antl moral freedom 
for himself, and for others—who will 
not place all in peril, if need be, for 
the sake of country and those depend- 
ent upon him, is less than half a man. 
Our country, with all that has made 
it great, has been builded by the men 
and women who willingly gave their 
lives a gacrifice for those who should 
follow. It is a law of nature that the 
good, and the better, shall be attained 
only by and through the str le and 
sacrifice which all high serv de- 
mands.”

Revenues Exceed Expenditures Dur- 


ing Year by Nearly a Thousand Dol- 
lars— Directors Meet ami Elect New 
Officers—News Notes and Personals. 


ANAHEIM, Feb. 8.—The 
of the Anaheim Union Water Company 
is sending out to the etockholders the 
report of the Auditing Committee, 
which -is a resumé of the business 
transacted by the corporation during 
the past year. There are 7984 shares 
of steck in the company, ‘the irriga- 


tion district of which embraces „Ana- 


heim, Fullerton and Placentia. . 

The report shows that receipts dur- 
ing the year, including assessments. 
were $88,156.99, while the expenditures 
were $80,195.50. Of the latter amount 
$4000 was expended in cleaning the 
company's Tuffree reservoir. Con- 
struction during the year necessitated 
an outlay of $18,381.84, and rea! estate 
was purchased to the amount of 
$6140.65. The revenues of the company 
amounted to $21,548.89, of which 
amount $20,878.89 was received from 
the sale of water, while the balance of 
$670 was received from rentals. The 
expenses aggregated $20,578, showing 
an excess of revenues over expendi- 
tures of nearly a thousand dollars. 

The report is eigned by Alex 
Wright, M. Nebelung and C. O. Rust, 
the communuttee. 

Although the indebtedness of the 
company appears to be large, it is not 
proportionately so when there is taken 
into consideration, the value of the 
water, its benefits to the three com- 
munities served by the company, and 
the fact that the realty included in 
these three locations have an a 
gate value of more than two million 
dollars. Recently the company has 
been well managed, especially during 
the past two years. The expenditures 
during this period have been for per- 
manent improvements, which will last 
indefiniteiy, such as cement ditches 
and other valuable workg. Thus have 
there been obtained results which are 
vastly superior to those accrued in 
previous years. In view of the fact 
that there was only one change made 
in the directorate of seven at the re- 
cent meeting of t stockholders, it 
is believed that the good management 
of the corpogation’s affairs will be 
continued.

SANTA BARBARA 
COMPLICATED LAND CASE. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENUE OF THE TIMES.) 

SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 8.—A case 
of importance and full of legal com- 
plications was decided last evening by 
Judge Ewing of Ventura, sitting for 
Judge Taggart, in which the sale of 
the historic Rancho Los Prietos y Na- 
jalayegua and the proceeds thereof 
were involved. Nearly a score of per- 
sons were mixed up in the litigation 
in one way or another, and all of the 
contesting factions were represented 
by a formidable array of counsel at 
the trial. The commissions of the sale 
amounted to as much money as the 
sum received by the owner, and it was 
over this money that the trouble arose. 
The rancho consists of 30,000 acres, 
and was sold to Jed Washburn, an 
English capitalist. for $50,000. Because 
of the wrangle over the commissions, 
the Commercial Bank brought suit 
against the claimants to compel them 
to establish in court the merits of 
their respective claims. On December 
6, 1900, H. L. Williams and W. H. R. 
Weldon secured an agreement from E. 
W. Chapman, then owner of the 
rancho, for its purchase for the sum 
of $25,000, payments to be made in in- 
stallments. The first payment of $2500 
was made and the second payment of 
the same amount went by default. The 
vital point of the case was whether or 
not this default terminated the agree- 
ment of December 6, 1900, or whether 
Weldon later secured a further agree- 
ment with Chapman, whether the new 
agreement was a renewal of the first 
agreement or an entirely new transac- 
tion. Weldon was acting for himeelf 
in the second deal and claimed the full 
amount of the sale price when he later 
transferred the rancho to other parties. 
On April 19, 1901, Weldon secured the 
new agreement from Chapman, and 
the purthase price was to be $20,000. 
This agreement was fulfilled and Wel- 
don became the owner of the ranch, 
the Santa Barbara Savings and Loan 
Bank advancing $17,000. On May 8. 
1902, Weldon sold the property to Jed 
E. Washburn for $50,000, the money be- 
ing paid into the bank. Then followed 
the numerous ciaims which resulted in 
the filing of the action decided Satur- 
day. The case will appealed to 
the Supreme Court. *

SANTA. MARIA, Feb. 8.— Farmers 
living east and south of town are 
happy over the announcement that the 
government will inaugurate a free ru- 
ral delivery system in the valley be- 
ginning Monday, March 2. The route 
embraces all the territory between 
here and Garey and several miles be- 
yond. As those living up the valley 
have been compelled to come to Santa 
Maria for their mail since the post- 
office at Garey was abolished, the free 
delivery will prove of great benefit, 
as some had to travel as much 4s 
twenty miles. 

The carrier has been chosen, but 
will doubtless be one of the only two 
applicants, an old soldier named Wil- 
liam Smith and a young commission 
broker named Simpson. Both men 
passed the examination when Postal 
Inspector Fogarty was in the valley 
recently, looking after the establish- 
ment of the route and preparing à re- 
port on its feasibility. | 

NEW RAILROAD RUSHING. 
The first construction work on the 
Midland Pacific Railroad was begun 
this week in the Cuyama Valley, where 
a contract has been let for the grad- 
ing of the first ten miles. Considera- 
ble machinery is on the ground, and 
the work is being rushed. The rail- 
road company has men out in all parts 
of the proposed route, making sur- 
veys and securing rights of way. A 
party of surveyors under the chief en- 
gineer is now working six miles south 
of Santa Maria, but the aim of its 
labors is a mystery. It is surmised, 
however, that the survey is for a 
branch line to tap the Western Union 
and Pinal oil fields south of here, with 
the bare possibility of continuing on to 
the ocean, and building a pier at Point 
Sal, where in the early days consider- 
able shipping was carriéd on. 

It has not been given out for certain 
yet whether the road will touch Santa 
Maria, although every pressure will 
be brought to bear on non-consenting 
land owners, who are olding off for 
big prices for right of way, and which 
is the only thing that will prevent the 
line from passing through this city. 
From McKittrick to Fugiar's Point 
twelve miles up the valley, the com- 
pany has practically a clear right of 
way, all the larger land holders ac- 
cording every asked by the 
railroad people. . 

‘YOUNG BURGLARS CAUGHT. 

Two young men named Frank 
Knight and James Munroe have been 
arrested for burglary committed in 
the Santa Ynez Mountains. On re- 
Aurning to his homestead W. H. Hu- 
ton found he had been robbed of his 
shotgun, a quantity of ammunition and 
numerous household articles. He im- 
mediately took the trail of the thieves 
from his home, and in a short time 
overtook them with the stolen goods. 
The thieves dropped their booty and 
fied, but word was at once telephoned 
from Santa Ynez to Sheriff Stewart in 
Santa Barbara, who arrested the pair 
there. After being locked up in the 
County Jail Munroe confessed the rob- 
bery, and also stated that they had 
stolen a horse. which was sold for $10. 
The Sheriff recovered the horse.

With the abundant rains that have 
fallen in this valley during the past 
few weeks the prospects for a good 
season were never better. Grain 
planting has been completed, and in 
many parts of the valley the new grain 
is well up and looking fine. The sugar- 
beet crop.is looking well, and appears 
to stand the cold weather of the past 
few days quite well. The bean farm- 
ers are getting their land in shape and 
encouraged by last year’s great suc- 
ces and high prices, will put in every 
available acre. The stock feed in the 
hills is abundant, and in good shape. 
Cattlemen will begin shipping fat cat- 
tle shortly. |

SMELTING ORES WITH OIL. 

66 HE development of the oll in- 

dustry has proved very bene- 

ficial to California, which, pos- 
sessing no coal fields of her own, has 
always been dependent upon Australia, 
Wyoming, Vancouver and Japan for 
her supply of the fuel employed in 
manufacturing and smelting. In its ap- 
plication to-smelting the use of crude 
oil is a comparatively new departure. 
At the Selby works Alfred Von der 
Ropp has been very successful in this 
direction,“ declares the Engineering 
and Mining Journal. Me finds that a 
matting furnace, which ordinarily re- 
quires one ton of coal for every three 
and a halt tons of ore, will smelt a 
ton of ore per barrel of ofl so that three 
and a half barrels of oll are the smelt- 
ing equivalent of one ton of coal, in 
a locality where coal costs $6 per toh 
and fuel of] 80 cents a barrel. Under 
present conditions the use of oil 
means an economy of 50 per cent. Be- 


sides this economy of first cost, the oil 


fuel has also been found advantageous 
because the oxidizing atmosphere of & 
roasting furnace can be maintained 
without those interruptions which take 
place when fresh coal is added inter- 
ruptions which are accompanied by the 
introduction of reducing gases which 
temporarily cause the process, ot oxida- 
tion to remain at a standstill. More- 
over, it is possible whith oil, by reg- 
ulating the air inlet of the furnace, to 
control the smelting atmosphere so as 
to obtain oxidizing or reducing con- 
ditions, as the metallurgist may desire. 
The ability to increase the temperature 
etallurgical operation with not- 

is another good feature. It is 
an interesting example of adaptation 
to conditions, and the readiness with 
which it has been used is typical of 
that progressiveness which character- 
izes the energetic people of the West.“ 


RICE POSSIBILITIES._ 
Cereal Could Be Made Very Popular. 


In an address delivered before the 
Rice Association of America, recently 
session at Houston, F. N. Gray ob- 
served that the fact that the people of 
the United States do not eat rice is 
shown by the statistics that a popula- 
tion of 80,009, consume less than 
five pounds per capita per annum of 
the 400,000,000 pounds of clean rice now 
uced annually in the United States. 

hat this population will eat rice 16 
shown by the fact that wherever this 
cereal has been properly introduced u 
great demand has been immediately 
created, Among those of the South who 
are familiar with rice, the per capita 
consumption is 100 pounds or more per 


annum. It been practically demon- 
strated by a t railway ration 
that there are no less than differ- 


ent ways in which rice can be cooked 
in a most palatable form. Rice prop- 
erly manufactured,’ the speaker de- 
clared, could enter into competition 
with wheat, oats and other cereals uni- 
versally sold and known as breakfast 
foods. Moveover, rice flour, made of 
broken or cheaper rices, compounded 
with certain proportions of low or 
cheaper grades of wheat flour, will 
make a bread white, - nutritious, whole- 
some and acceptable to any man’s ta- 
ble. With rice entering into bread 
making and also into various prepara- 
tions of breakfast foods, it will read- 
ily be seen how consumption can be 
increased far in excess of the limi- 
tations of uction in the gulf-coast 
rice belt, which comprises the rice-pro- 
ducing area of America.” 


‘BLECTRIC HEADLIGHTS. 
They Throw Light a Thousand Feet. 


Year bd year electricity is becoming 
a more important factor in operating 
trains. Great strides have lately been 
made in perfecting the 80 
that a strong ray of light (almost 
equal in power to that of a search- 
light) can be thrown a thousand yards 
ahead of the engine. All this means 
more comfort for the engineers and 
firemen on night runs and greater 
safety for the passengers. A small 
dynamo is fixed on top of the engine 
and operated by steam from the boiler. 
It is under instant control from the 
cab. lectric headlights are now used 
on most of the — engines on 
the Santa Fé main-line trains. A 
large number of engines on the New 
Mexico division of that line have re- 
cently been equipped with this simple 


750 tons of steel plate each day. My 
English friends said: ‘England has no 
chance in competition with such 
methods.’

Diversification of small industries is nd 


one of the most important factors in 
the growth of cities and towns. Com- 
munities In which the business men 
are ever ready to assist in the es- 
tablishment of manufacturing and 
other enterprises, are m likely to 
advance, than those in@which this 
spirit is lacking. -An instance of as- 
sisting new industries comes from ac- 
tion taken at Rome, Ga., during the 
past week. Two propositions were 
made for establishing indutsries there 


—one a stove foundry, and the other 


a knitting mill. The business men 
associated themselves to secure the 
enterprises, subscribed the money to 
buy a site for the foundry, thus in- 
suring a plant costing $30,000, and 
employing about 100 persons. Then 
they eubscribed sufficient capital to 
induce a northern manufacturer look- 
ing for a more suitable location for 
his hosiery mill, to remove to Rome.

SPEEDY AUTOS. 
Significant Achievement in France. 
Next June there will start from the 


‘Lyons station, in Paris, a train com- 


posed of three ‘automobile’ car- 
riages—that is to say, carriages that 
are both autonomous and motor cars. 
At a normal speed of sixty-two miles 
per hour, the distance across France 
from Calias to Nice can be covered in 
fourteen hours, according to the Lon- 
don Times. ° 
This invention is now neither a 
project nor an experiment, but exisis 
and works, and its application is 
merely postponed for some months, for 
the construction of the actual rolling 
stock. The automobile su the 
locomotive—that is, it dispenses in 
every train with a weight of 110 tons. 
It abolishes smoke, steam, noise, vi- 
bration, the jolt incidental] to stopping 
and starting, and the necessity of stop- 
ping to take up water. By means of 
the slightest possible quantity of 
petroleum, the smallest possible quan- 
tity of water can be converted into 
the greatest propelling power of steam 
which can be produced. The en- 
tremely powerful vapor thus obtained 
acts ag on the wheels of the au- 
tomobile. In front of every automo- 
bile is an apparatus producing with 
three and one-quarter pints of 
petroleum per mile, the steam power 
requisite for propelling the carriage 
with its forty passengers and of lug- 
gage, at a normal speed of sixty-two 
miles an hour, and that, too, without 
interruption, nose or jerk.
